Wa»hlngton. Ang.. P.— Somewhat 
wearied by the long siege over the 
^ tariff bill but with assurances from 
^ bis friends that he had made his in- 
fluence felt in the Senate, Senator 
Wllllnm O. Bradley, of Kentucky, left 
for Louisville Sunday eveiniifi: 

The Senator says he 1* iviifldeiit 
the tariff bill will meet with the ap- 
proval of the country when It Is 
understood, and that the local featu- 
res will strengthen the Republican par 
ty In Kentucky. 

He staled frankly In discussing the 
Items In the bill In which he was 
Interested that Kentucky did not get all 
she deserved but that there wer#.a 
number of Increases which will heft) 
encourage the Industries of the State, 
and that the free tobacco clause should 
prove a great beiietlt to the farmers 
I do not think the tariff bill is fujiy 
understood by the people of thecoun- 
■ try." said the Senator before his de- 
parture, for the reason of the many 
misrepresentations that have been 
made of Its schedules; ‘ • The oft rejteat 
ed assertion that the law will Increase 
the price of necessities to the con- 
sumers Is empty rot. Those who are 
denouncing It claim It will increase 
the price of clothing and yet the fact 
^ the present tariff carries lower 
duties thaif the Dlngley Bill., It Is 
also contended that the bill will In- 
crease the price of foodstuffs, yet the. 
same gentlemen argue that the protec- 
ts duty upon wheat, corn and other 
farm products Is of .no effect. 

“I voted against free hides because I 
was satisfied the effect of such leg- 
islation would be to Increase the pro- 
fits of the great tanneries and shoes 
manufactories without giving any re- 
lief to those who wear the shoes. 
When those who professed to advocate 
^ free hides In order to decrease the 
price of shoes were met with the pro- 
IMsitton to reduce the tariff on leath- 
er and aboes, they raised an awful 
howel. However the bill has pass- 
ed carrying with It a reduction on 
leather and shoes and in my opinion 
will give some relief to the consumers 
of harness and shoes. Without a re- 
duction In the products of hides no 
one would be. benefited except the 
iff large tanners and ehoe manufacturers. 
The bill, df course does not pleaSe 
everybody and no bill could be tram-' 
ed that would. 1 believe the Payne law* 
will prove a'* great improvwilent over 
the Dlngley law — an improventent tha 
was demanded by changed conditions. 
1 think the country at large will be 
l>enefttted and when it Is In effect It* 
will bring around a period of general 
prosperity. 

^ The free tobacco provision will 
prove a great benefit to the farmers 
of Kentucky by opening up a new 
market for tobacco that they have 
not enjoyed l,arge Incraeses on hemp 
and also a tariff on Jute were plac- 
ed In the bill In the Senate, which 
had they been carried out In confer- 
ence, would have done much fur the 
benefit of the Kentucky producers. 

It Is a source of regret to me that 
they were not adopted by the con- 
ference as it passed the Senate, ft 
was found, however. Impossible to car j 
ry opt this plan, owing to the un- 
compromising opposition of the South 
VI'S Senators who wanted cheap bag- 
4<Q8 for their cotton : Western Sen- 
ators who were Insisting on cheap 
bucks for their grain, and the au- 1 
thorltles In tlie State where Jute Is 
However, we did secure an Increase 
Kvf 12-SO a ton on hemp, which Is a | 
*8iep In the right direction and •-will I 
lead to better results. j 

The adoption of a tariff of $3 a 
ton on fluorspar has saved this In- 
dustry 1n Kentucky from destructiou 
and will prove a blessing to the 
^ection of the State in whclh this 
product Is being mined. Upon the 
whole -the people of Kentucky have 
fared reasonably well when It Is tak- 
en Into consideration that there wts 
a general cry for reduction in the tariff 



on raw materials. The State In my 
opinion, win share largely In the gen 
eral prosperity which is bound to fol- 
low in the wake of the Payne bill.”

The new free list of tbe Payne bill 
Includes tbe following article*; 

Petroleum, crude and refined, wus 
continued on tbe free list, though cou- 
slderahle opposition to this prouedure 
developed. 

Hides were put on tbe list after pro- 
longed and bitter controvemiev.. 8euu- 
tor Aldrich and various of tbe older 
members of tbe upper bouse led tbe 
campaign against free bides. Tbe 
Dlngley bill placed a duty of 15 per 
cent ad valorem «u bides. 

Tbe new free list, wblle very similar 
to that of tbe Dlngley bill, conialus the 
following articles tbat, among otbetA, 
were not on tbe Dlngley IIM: 

Rides, fenceposts. sulphate of am- 
monia, platinum combloatlous with 
palladium, osmium aod rbodinm, kin- 
dling wood, radium, works of art— 
paintings, pastels, etebings and sculp- 
tures that have been In existence more 
than twenty years prior to data of Im- 
portation; other works of art. of 
bronae, marble, terra cotta, pottery, 
porcelain and antiqnaa pmdnced mors 
than 100 yeara prXr to date of Im- 
ports tioo.

Uniformed nudltcrs to collect fares 
were placed on all pftssenger tr.ilns 
on the Louisville dlvlelcn of the Il- 
linois Central Sunday. The follow- 
ing Chicago dispaicb announces the 
official order. 

•'Following tke lead of the North- 
western road In installing auditors 
on Its passenger trains, the Illinois 
Central road has adopted a tinillar 
plan, the first trial being made on 
the Louisville division between Louis- 
ville, Ky., and Memphis and hereaf- 
ter passenger traveling between these 
two cities will hand their ticket.-- or 
pay their cash fares to the train au- 
ditor Instead of the conductor. Like 
the Northwestern officials the Illi- 
nois Central traffic’ heads contends 
that auditors have not been Install- 
ed because they believe their con- 
ductors are dishonest, bat rather to 
lighten the burden of the man. who 
has actual charge cf the train and 
crew and who Is largely reapon.-^lble 
for the safety of the iwssnegers. 

"The Illinois Central has not yet 
decided whether or not the ne% plan 
will be extended over the entire 
system, but 'will wait and see how It 
works on the Ixiulaville division. 

"On the Northwestern road the 
train auditors have no regular runs 
and conductors never can tell when 
one cf the officials will get aUiard 
his train. They may check up the 
tickets on leaving the Chicago termi- 
nal or get uboaikl at some distant 
station.”

Considerable damage Is being done 
to telephone, telegraph and electric 
light poles by members of the wood- 
jMjcker family. These birds originally 
built tbelr homes in the dead or dy- 
ing trunks or limbs of trees, but for 
some reason best known to themselves 
have come to the conclusion tbat the 
peeled poles, offers better conditions 
for a home. 

They have liecome so ravenous of 
late that their depredations are at- 
tracting considerable attention among 
those who are compelled to use quan- 
tities of wooden poles. Their activi- 
ties spread over a wide portion of 
' the United States, notably in the 
South, Southwest and Central West. 
Cedar poles seem to be the ones most 
frequently attacked. The birds bore 
iuto them at any height from the 
ground, and the boles which they 
make are often two or three Inches 
In diameter four or five Inches deep. 
Such an amount of wood drilled from 
a stick of timber which la carrying 
a load of wires naturally weakens the 
strength of the line. 

It would, of course, not be a dif- 
ficult matter to exterminate these 
birds. However, this It not desira- 
^ hie, as they are among the most be- 
neficial forms of bird life native to 
this country, because they destroy 
large numbers of Insects which ser- 
iously damage forest and food crops. 
It seema therefore tbat methods 
should be undertaken to compel the 
birds to revert to their former habit 
of boring rather than to exterminate 
them. 

Frequent Inquiries have been made 
by the Forest Service In this con- 
nection, but the only information to 
date which the Government baa been 
able to obtain la tbat on a casual in- 
spection of. treated and untreated pole 
llnee In Louisiana. In that region

* tact the poles from decay and des- 
truction from animal life. In south- 
ern Indiana, some members of a trac- 
tion company thought that they could 
prevent further destruction of their 
poles by filling the holes In the wood 
with stones. The birds, however, 
simply drilled srond the stones and 
made the conditions much worse. This 
apparently does not seem to be a 
means of preventing tbelr depreda*
